HITLER HITS AT FOES 
Hitler, throug h 
summary 
executions 
and hundreds of arrests has, it seems for 
the moment, crushed the revolting sub­ 
leaders in the ranks of the Nazi forces, 
but in so doing has bewildered Germany 
with the drastic steps necessary. 
News of the 
crisis 
and 
subsequent 
events creates the impression that Hitler 
remains the directing power temporarily, 
but what may ensue as a result is but a 
matter for future developments to reveal. 
Reports in recent weeks have indicat­ 
ed Hitler’s prestig e was waning and the 
plot for his overthrow reached 
a stag e 
the past week where 
severe 
measures 
were taken to maintain his power and 
leadership. 
Germany seethes with un­ 
rest and discord in the face of economic 
conditions there. 
In some circles in Germany the Hitler 
action has only 
accentuated 
the move­ 
ment for the return of the Hohenzollerns 
and restoration 
of 
the 
monarchy. 
In 
others the claim is made that Hitler has 
demonstrated his streng th. 
The 
Von 
Papen 
speech 
recently 
broug ht the crisis. 
The impression has 
never been that Hitler was a man of ex­ 
ceptional force, or sag acity such as Stalin 
and Mussolini. 
He is an orator. 
A dic­ 
tator must have something besides sound 
and fury with which to g overn. 
The 
Gcrrhafis may insist upon a dictator, but 
in the face of present events it is predict­ 
ed it » will not be Hitler for long .

Reaction to new disclosures on the de­ 
cline in the American bii*th rate is likely 
to depend upon the point of view.

of the population experts view with alarm 
the drop from twenty-five to seventeen 
births to 
the 
thousand 
population 
in 
seventeen years. 
Such a decrease pre­ 
sag es static 
population 
in 
the United 
States some years sooner than they had 
predicted. 
There is one g roup to which this di­ 
minished human production must mean 
much. 
Educators are bound to see some 
of their problems solved for them, with­ 
out much effort on their part. 
If the 
birth rate fails> the need for further ex­ 
tensive expansion of the physical plant 
of the public schools just about vanishes. 
Only shifts in 
population 
habitat 
and 
senescence of school building s can re­ 
quire much further construction. 
And a 
static population will enable more defi­ 
nite planning of curricula and more set­ 
tled prearrang ement of teacher person­ 
nel. 
Doubtless, a limit will be put on the 
luimber of teachers that can be employ­ 
ed. 
In a g iven period, school administra­ 
tors vill be able tu take up a surplus in 
teachtu’ supply. 
This in turn will ha \e 
its effect on teaching qualifications, per­ 
haps raising professional standards to a 
hig her level in the process of elimination, 
which is bound to seem ruthless until ad­ 
justments have been made to fit the 
status of pupil enrollment. 
It may be 
that, with the outlook considered apart 
from purely mathematical factois, educa­ 
tors will woik out a scheme to permit re­ 
duction of the teacher load that has been 
increasing during the depression’s curtail­ 
ment of school tax revenue.

SOCIAL SCIENCE FOR KIDS 
Social science is one of the new sub­ 
jects w’hich has broken into the charmed 
circle of the three R’s in public school 
education. 
There has been a g ood deal 
of experiment with such courses, some 
of it valuable, some of it too poorly plan­ 
ned to be w'orth w'hile. 
The social studies commission of the 
American Historical 
Association 
cones 
forw'ard with a few^ intellig ent sug g es­ 
tions. 
A prog ram of social science in­ 
struction, it says, should provide for a 
realistic study of the life, institutions and 
culture of America, 
not 
omitting 
the 
study of the 
corruptions, 
inefficiencies 
and injustices of the ag e. 
It should be­ 
g in with the earliest years of schooling . 
At the start, social science instruction 
would teach the '^simple social relation­ 
ships of the family and the neig hborhood 
and the modes of providing food, cloth­ 
ing , shelter, recreation and security of 
persons.” 
As the child advances in undei*stand- 
ing , social science study should turn to 
the 
development of mankind and the 
evolution of human culture, alw’ays in re­ 
lation to the present and to American 
civilization. 
The pupils should read his­ 
torical social literature, the newr'spapers 
and mag azines of the 
day, 
historical 
documents and the 
classics 
of 
social 
thoug ht. 
It is a hug e prog ram, but well w'orth 
working out along practicable lines. 
It 
should make tomorrow’^’s citizens better 
able to cope intellig ently w'ith economic, 
social and g overnmental problems.

calls for a hig h type of teaching .

Among the great modern contri­ 
bu tions to the science of nu trition 
has been the u se of ice as a food 
preservative. “The gu ardian of the 
family 
health,” 
as 
someone 
has 
called the ice box. 
Perhaps 
its 
most 
important 
fu nction is to make available that 
great advance in the science of nu ­ 
trition, 
ju st 
mentioned, 
w’hich 
is 
the u se of milk. In the old days, 
when the ice wagon w'as considered 
a su mmer lu xu ry, and all the ice 
th a t was available w’as cu t from 
the rivers and lakes in the winter 
time, the death rate from su mmer 
diarrhoea in children was appall­ 
ing. Practically the only improve­ 
ment in ou r death rate has been 
the saving from 
this 
class 
of 
cases. 
Milk is a good breeder of germs, 
and if allowed to stay w arm at 
arou nd 50 degrees F, or somewhat 
higher, the germs will grow very 
rapidly. If it can be held at 45 de­ 
grees F. the germs will increase in 


it very little, and when colder it 
w’ill keep mu ch 
longer. Very 
few 
disease-produ cing 
bacteria 
wil! 
grow as long as they are held b©^ 
low 50 degrees F. 
Another valu e of the 
ice 
box 
which 
is 
hardly 
remembered 
by

hou sewives 
today, 
is 
the 
prevention of the growth of mou ld 
on fru its and vegetables. 
In the good 
hou sehold refriger­ 
ator, the 
coldest shelf, which has 
a tem peratu re of abou t 40 degrees 
F, 
shou ld 
be 
selected 
for

meat. In 
cold storage, of cou rse, 
m eat is held 
a t an even 
lower 
temperatu re.

I am not going to discuss how to 
choose meats in this lesson, because 
you will find all of (hat information 
in my little book, “Marketing and 
Meal-Planning,” which i hope ev ery 
student of these lessons w'ill hav e.

Roasting Meats 
Prepare the roast, according to 
its needs.
